And indeed, fo notorious is this Prepoſſeſſion; that 
eren they, who are eminent only in ſome Branch 
of rudimental „ ſhall often deſpiſe Stu- 
dies of a higher nature, which alone render their 
introductory Leſſons valuable. But, that I may 
more effectually reſcue Learning of every kind from 
the Malice and Perverſeneſs of the Learned and 
|} the Unlearned ; I ſhall proceed to conſider the great 


No 
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Brrors I exemplify this Conſideration in the 
more material Branches of K e; I ſhall make 
ſome Remarks, to ſhew of what fignificancy Thing 
that in themſelves appear Trifles, often prove in 
Matters of the greateſt Importance. 

In order to obtain a compleat Knowledge of any 
Science or Proſeſſion, many trivial Notices muſt be 
taken in; as a Man, who is defirous to amats Wealth, 
mut. not negle& ſmall Sums. To acquire a tolerable 
Inſight into natural Cauſes and Effects, innumerable 
trite — ſeemingly fignificant Obſervations are re- 
quiſite. And to manage any Government skilfully, 
the inferiour Parts of the Adminiftiation muſt not 
be overlooked. 

Wnar Difficulties and Obſcurities are we often 
ed with in Hiſtory, only becauſe an Authour 
thought it needleſs to mention ſeveral little 
Circumſtances or Cuſtoms, univerſally known to 
his - Contemporaries : without which 
, the Narration muſt have appeared u 
intricate and doubtful in ſome Paſſages to them, a 
it now appears to Us. Hence it is, that we are more 
enlighten'd in the Roman Antiquities, from the 
Greek Writers, than from all the Latin Hiſtorians; 
becauſe it was natural in them to explain the Cu- 
ſtoms of the Romans, differing from thoſe of Greece. 
Moreover, the Men verſed in ancient Literature 
do very well know, that Paſſages which have con- 
founded the ableſt Criticks for ſome have at 
a——_— —— by a ſmall (and otherwiſe in- 
confiderable) Fragment of Antiquity, that ba 
eſcaped the Ruins of Time. | 

I need not, under this Head, repeat what I have 

explained beforg ; That many Truths, treated 8 
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Triffes, have in time proved of very great Uſe: 
Therefore, to cloſe this firſt Part of my 
Lecture, I ſhall farther illuſtrate what I have ad- 
vanced, with an Example from Hiſtory. Aznophon 
ives an account of ſeveral Accompli which 

ates ired in a General; amongſt which 
he inſiſts upon a Skill in A/frenomy, to be able to 
foreſee the ſeveral Seafons of the Year, and to know 
the Age of the Moon at any convenient Diftance 
of Time. I amfatisfy'd, moſt of my Readers will 
immediately be apt to queſtion the good Senſe of 
Sacrates, for making fo trivial a piece of Know- 
ledge neceſſary to a Commander of an Army.
